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ALLEGED JAPANESE 
" INTRIGUES. 


Russians Strongly Suspicious. 


Sr, Perenssune, July 24, 

The “Novoo Vremya” to-day publishes 
dotails of an alleged anti-dynastis move- 
mont in gouthern Chins, «scribing it to 
Japanese instigators, who, the paper says, 
aro busily proparing for Manchu dynasty 
in China the sothe fate which has just 
overtaken the emperor of Korea. 

Continuing, the paper says thit in 
con'ravention to the supplementary pro- 
visions of the China-Japancse treaty of 
1905, defining the regions where foreigners, 
including Japanese, shall bo permitted to 
reside, Japanese agents have worked their 
way into the most-remote corners of the 
empire. The keynote of Japanese intrigue 
consists in assuring tho Chinese that Japan 
is their protector agninst the nations of 
the West, and at the samo tima renssnring 
the westerners that Japun is their vanguard 
against the Chinese peril, : . 

Tho apprebensions of the ‘ Novoo 
Vromya” regarding the re-opening of the 
Far Eastern question aro fully shared in 
Russian military circles, where the steady 
armanent of China and Japan is viewed 
with alarm. This movement is regarded 
as primorily menacing to the remnant of 
Russia's possessions on the Pacific. 


THE NEW YORK SLUMP. 


Tho Tokyo Foroign Departmont has re- 
coived the following tologram from Mr. 
Koike, Japanese Consul-General at New

The slump which set in on the sharo 
market on the 7th instant is similar in 
nature to the panic which occurred last 
Mach.
